I  made  an  appeal  in  my  first  column  for 
each  of  you  to  tell  me  what  NSCA  should 
be  doing  for  you!  My  sincere  thanks  to 
those  who  have  responded.  However,  I 
need  comments  from  many  more  members 
(  before  making  any  plans.  So,  please, 
please  let  me  have  your  thoughts  and  com¬ 
ments.

The  first  Sunday  in  June  each  year  I  return 
to  New  Willard,  Texas,  the  sawmill  town 
where  I  was  raised,  to  attend  the  annual  Homecoming  of  those  who  worked  for  Texas  Long  Leaf 
Lumber  Co.  during  the  almost  50  years  the  mill  operated.  Although  the  mill  and  most  of  the 
houses  have  been  gone  20  years  and  the  old  townsite  has  been  planted  in  pine  trees  for  pulpwood 
use,  a  large  number  of  people  return  (over  200  this  year)  for  the  opportunity  to  renew  acquaint¬ 
ances  and  talk  about  the  good  old  times  (which  really  did  not  seem  all  that  good  when  we  were 
living  there).  This  type  of  event  is  quite  prevalent  in  sawmill  towns  in  East  Texas,  but  I  wonder 
if  the  same  thing  occurs  in  company  owned  towns  elsewhere  in  the  lumber,  coal  or  other  industries. 
Does  anyone  have  any  first  hand  information  about  town  homecomings? 

On  my  way  to  Texas  and  back,  I  made  a  special  effort  to  visit  or  talk  on  the  phone  with  NSCA 
members  in  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Arkansas  and  Tennessee  (west  of  Oak  Ridge). 
j^y  purposes  were  three-fold:  (1)  To  talk  about  NSCA  plans  for  the  next  year;  (2)  To  obtain 
comments,  suggestions  and  observations;  and  (3)  To  trade  or  buy  scrip  for  their  collection  and 
mine.  I  was  well  pleased  with  the  results  of  all  three. 


In  Birmingham  I  visited  with  Sterling  Walls  and  Roy  Wood.  Traded  a  few  pieces  and  got  some  real 
good  comments.  Both  plan  to  attend  the  Fall  meeting.  Also  talked  on  the  phone  with  Crawford 
Badham,  Dr.  Patton  Bradford,  and  Arthur  Dunning. 

Montgomery  was  the  next  stop  where  I  visited  with  Cindy  and  Bob  Grellman,  and  talked  on  the 
phone  with  Jim  Millard  in  Selma.  Cindy  has  signed  several  new  members  in  the  Montgomery  area, 
but  I  was  not  able  to  make  contact  with  any  of  them.  I  will  make  a  special  effort  to  see  them 
later,  as  well  as  those  in  northern  Alabama  who  I  missed. 


From  there  I  visited  with  Louis  Crawford  in  Lcng  Beach,  Miss.  Louis  has  been  a  collector  of

That  evening  I  visited  with  Lindsey  S.  Lee,  a  new  member  who  {oined  this  year.  His  primary 
interest  is  Texas  tokens  but  he  does  take  some  coal  pieces.  He  would  be  interested  in  articles 
from  the  older  members  telling  how  they  record  and  display  their  collection.  Also  suggested 
other  articles  designed  to  be  helpful  to  the  new  collector. 


On  May  19,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Texas  Trade  Token  Collectors  at  John  Ribbe's  house  in 
College  Station,  Texas.  Of  the  13  attending,  seven  were  NSCA  members:  John  Byars  and 
Richard  Worthington  from  Houston;  Robert  Fleet  from  Tyler;  Bill  Fowler  of  Austin;  Russ  Paul  from 
Crockett;  Jim  Ruhland  from  Vidor  and  Leo  Warren  from  San  Antonio.  This  was  a  very  enjoyable 
meeting.  I  met  some  real  nice  people,  obtained  some  Texas  lumber  tokens  and  contacted  very 
NSCA  member  in  Texas.  Really  saved  me  alot  of  miles  driving,  thanks  to  John  Ribbe. 

While  in  Texas  I  visited  a  nonmember  in  Grand  Prarie  who  has  over  1000  recreation,  amusement 
and  pool  hall  tokens  from  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  Colorado.  More  than  10  cities  but  a  lot  of 
duplicates.  He  wants  to  sell  all  if  any  one  is  interested.  I  have  the  address.  I  also  visited 

another  nonmember  in  Marshall,  Texas  who  has  some  Texas  lumber  tokens.  He  won't  sell  but 
will  trade  for  other  Texas  tokens.  Could  not  sell  a  membership  to  either  of  them,  but  will  keep 
trying.

SCRIP  TALK  Is  pleased  to  present  a  resume  of  the  panel  discussion  held  at 
Hawk's  Nest  In  regard  to  the  Second  Edition  of  the  Catalog  on  Coal  Scrip. 
Participating  were  the  author,  Don  Edkins  of  Mass,  and  R.  R.  Tippy,  of 
the  book  committee  of  NSCA  from  Tennessee.. 

How  can  we  get  proof  that  a  company  store  was  associated  with  a  coal  company  -  This 

is  generally  obtained  from  federal  publication  of  mine  reports  issued  annually.  A  part 
of  the  questionnaire  that  a  mine  was  supposed  to  complete  requested  Info  on  an 
associated  mine  supply  or  company  store.  Not  all  mines  gave  this  info,  however. 

What  about  the  stores  listed  in  the  first  edition?  All  they  all  company  stores? 

Many  of  the  listed  stores  in  the  first  edition  came  from  our  own  group  of  collectors 
and  although  we  can  be  sure  they  all  sold  something  to  the  miners,  we  are  not  at  all 
sure  that  the  mine  either  owned  the  store  or  was  associated  with  the  store  through  a 
contract.  I  think  that  it  is  going  to  be  up  to  the  Catalog  Committee  to  set  up  a 
set  of  rules  which  will  insure  that  only  coal  associated  stores  are  listed.  The  proof 
will  have  to  come  from  the  owner  of  the  scrip  with  appropriate  reference  that  can  be 

verified.

I  have  a  token  that  reads  "Logan"  however  the  book  lists  "Stol lings"  for  example. 

Wnot  about  this?  There  are  many  listings  in  the  book  index  for  scrip  sucTi  as 

this.  Actually  fhe  mine  office  is  on  the  scrip  and  the  book  shows  the  location  of  the 
actual  mine  location.  We  even  have  scrip  with  a  location  in  Maryland  but  again 
this  was  the  Home  Office  of  the  company  so  the  scrip  will  be  listed  in  West  Virginia 
where  the  mining  operation  was  located. 

What  about  the  problem  of  white  metal  or  nickel  plated.  Which  is  it  for  book  pur¬ 

poses?  Tfie  only  proof  is  a  piece  that  actually  shows  tKe  plating  even  though  it  is 
almost  worn  off.  Once  a  piece  is  located  which  shows  the  plating  then  all  other 
pieces  of  the  same  denomination  and  die  type  (both  obverse  and  reverse)  will  be 
called  Np  (nickel -plated)  in  the  book  even  though  they  appear  to  be  brass  or  copper. 

If  a  piece  is  uncirculated  it  is  very  difficult  to  distinguish  between  a  piece  made  of 
nickel  and  a  piece  that  has  been  plated.  Here  again  we  must  see  a  partially  plated 
piece  and  the  uncirculated  piece  that  appears  to  be  nickel  is  identical  to  the  plated 
piece  in  die  type  then  the  uncirculated  speciman  has  got  to  be  plated.  Early  Ingle 
pieces  were  nickel  "washed"  and  this  wears  off  rapidly,  whereas  an  electroplated 
piece  will  show  the  plating  for  a  very  long  time. 

On_new_pieces  for  fisting,  will  you  accept  rubbings  or  foils  instead  of  the  octuo]_ 
£iece_^eing^_sent^to  you?  I  certainly  prefer  to  see  the  actuaT  piece,  "however,  in 
unusual  circumstances,  rubbings  are  second  best  to  foils.  It  is  hard  to  get  a  "mm" 
reading  from  a  rubbing  and  impossible  from  a  Xerox  copy.  Even  a  foil  is  not  100% 
accurate  but  since  I  measure  each  piece  from  the  actual  piece  of  scrip  and  mark  it 
on  the  holder,  there  is  little  chance  for  error.  Not  many  collectors  pay  much  attention 
to  the  "mm"  reading  anyhow  but  it  helps  if  the  two  pieces  are  listed  with  each  having 
a  different  measurement  even  though  both  are  of  the  same  denomination  and  catalogue 
description. 

What  about  the  J^^JrlJ?r^_know"_-  ones  that  missed  getting  the  punch  mark? 

I  do  not  list  such  pieces  as  very  few  of  them  are  "errors  as  mode".  An  "error  as 
made"  would  be  a  piece  that  got  into  circulation  through  the  normal  channels  of  the

company  store.  Most  of  the  pieces  I  have  seen  came  from  the  "MINT"  and  were  sample 
pieces  that  just  were  not  pot  through  the  "cut-out"  procedure.  They  are  not  true  varieties 
and  I  do  not  want  to  enhance  their  value  by  giving  them  catalog  status.  It  is  true  they 
are  rare  in  comparsion  to  the  pieces  received  by  the  store  but  they  have  a  "sample" 
status  and  not  a  true  piece  of  scrip  status.  I  could  set  up  a  "sample"  category  in  a 
revised  edition,  however,  !  wonder  if  it  Is  worth  doing  as  this  would  create  a  category 
that  shouldn't  exist. 

Please  discuss  the  "Oreo  2"  type  with  the  word  "office"  deleted.  This  happens  quite 
often  wT>en  the  die  cutter  didn't  have  enough  room  to  complete  the  entire  "Reg  U.S. 

Pat.  Off."  Once  such  a  reverse  die  has  been  made  up  like  this,  every  piece  struck 
will  show  the  variance.  Since  I  describe  this  legend  in  the  catalog  description  any 
piece  that  shows  more  than  the  catalog  shows  is  from  a  new  die  and  should  be  listed 
separately  as  it  was  made  at  a  different  time.  A  reverse  die  is  used  until  it  breaks  and 
then  a  new  die  is  made  up  so  if  a  die  broke  during  a  run,  there  would  be  an  additional 
listing  for  the  new  die  that  replaced  the  old  one. 

What  about  "counter-stamped"  pieces  in  the  catalog?  The  catalog  only  shows  the 
pieces  that  were  counterstamped  in  complete  sets  as  there  is  an  excellent  chance  that 
these  might  have  been  used  at  a  different  store  of  the  same  coal  company.  Occasional 
counterstamps  are  not  listed  separately  as  these  could  be  made  by  anyone  and  not 
necessarily  by  the  company.  Until  someone  can  prove  that  the  counterstamp  was 
authorized  by  the  company  and  give  an  authentic  reason  for  the  counterstamping,  I  do 
not  feel  they  should  be  given  a  separate  catalog  listing  thus  creating  two  varieties. 

Several  collectors  have  commented  that  they  are  "auditor"  counterstamps  but  I  have  yet 
to  find  out  why  an  auditor  would  go  to  all  that  bother  and  for  what  reason. 

How  does  paper  scrip  enter  into  the  catalog  ^picture?  I  don't  plan  to  include  paper  in 
rhe~catalog".  This” fie!d~needs  much  more  attention  and  study  and  I  do  not  know  of  many 
dedicated  collectors  of  paper.  I  do  feel  that  collectors  should  include  paper  to  have  a 
complete  collection,  however. 

Since  the  first  edition,  how  many  new  finds  jvave  you  catalogued?  Approximately  2,600 
new  listings  have  been  personally  checked  to  this  point.  I  estimate  that  there  will  be 
approximately  5,000  when  the  entire  NSCA  membership  sends  in  their  items  that  were 
not  listed  in  the  first  edition.  I  have  screened  the  collections  of  R.  R.  Tippy,  Paul 
Jensen  and  Walter  Caldwell .  I  am  presently  working  on  the  Bob  Craigo  items  and 
will  be  wanting  to  have  YOUR  items  shortly.

Dr.  David  Orahood  -  Scriptor 
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Loded  with  history 

Collection  contains  flickers  of  the  past

OWENSBORO,  Ky.  —  The  old-time 
mining  company  store  probably  will 
never  rise  again,  but  anybody  who 
saved  his  flickers  —  the  pieces  of  loose 
change  that  chained  a  century  of  min¬ 
ers  to  the  company  store  — -  is  in  the 
chips. 

Flickers,  or  coin  scrip,  formed  the  ba¬ 
sis  of  an  often-bitter  trade  at  coal-com¬ 
pany  stores.  None  of  those  stores  are 
left  now,  and  a  flicker  will  only  get  a 
snicker  at  a  supermarket  checkout 
counter. 

To  people  who  collect  things,  though, 
I  the  base-metal  tokens  are  nearly  as 
good  as  gold  today.  Rare  flickers,  which 
wouldn’t  have  bought  a  loaf  of  bread  at 
the  company  store,  bring  $125  and  more 
on  the  current  collectibles  market ' 

They  come  in  as  many  shapes  and 
designs  as  the  more  than  20,000  mining 
operations  that  issued  them.  Some  are 
elaborately  minted  with  designs  of  coal 
cars,  mining  caps  and  royal  profiles; 
and  many  are  punched  with  holes  in  the 
shape  of  hearts,  horses  or  diamonds. 

But  the  man  who  may  have  more 
flickers  than  anyone  else  —  Dr.  David 
Orahood,  an  Owensboro  pathologist  — 
says  the  coins  are  as  valuable  for  the 
stories  they  tell  as  for  their  monetary 
value. 

Orahood,  who  was  raised  in  the  West 
Virginia  coal  country  and  started  his 
flicker  collection  in  the  Western  Ken¬ 
tucky  coalfields,  said  “They  are  memo¬ 
ries  of  a  past  I  grew  up  in.  I  loved  it,  but 
1  didn't  understand  it.” 

He  has  spent  about  eight  years  scour¬ 


ing  the  coal  country  around  Muhlenberg 
County,  seeking  the  old  coins  from  old 
miners,  widows  and  executors,  and  then 
several  more  years  trading,  advertising 
for  flickers  in  coin  magazines  and  jour¬ 
nals  such  as  “The  West  Virginia  Hillbil¬ 
ly.” 

Each  flicker  in  his  collection,  which 
includes  coins  from  1,000  different  com¬ 
pany  stores,  is  dccumented  with  details 
of  the  sale  or  trade  by  which  Orahood 
obtained  it  and  information  about  the 
mine  it  came  from. 

HLs  passion  is  hardly  a  solitary  one. 
Orahood  Is  a  charter  member  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Scrip  Collectors  Association,  a  na¬ 
tionwide  organization  of  400  flicker 
fans.  After  years  of  involvement  with 
this  group,  he  said,  he  believes  his  col¬ 
lection  is  the  country’s  largest. 

Orahood  keeps  no  counting  room  for 
his  flickers  —  the  really  valuable  ones 
are  in  a  bank  vault.  Rather,  he  tinkers 
with  his  piles  of  coins  electronically.  A 
computer  terminal  and  display  screen 
in  his  home  allow  him  to  store  every 
scrap  of  information  he  has  on  his  flick¬ 
ers  and  recall  it  instantly. 

Besides  providing  a  handy  inventory, 
the  computer  project  will  help  him  or¬ 
ganize  the  history  that  can  be  gleaned 
from  the  coins. 

His  research  has  shown  that,  like 
each  flicker,  the  story  of  the  coai-min- 
ing  era  it  represents  has  two  sides. 

I  started  off  with  a  prejudice  against 
the  rich  coal  barons,”  Orahood  said. 

And  finding  stories  to  reinforce  that 
prejudice  wasn’t  difficult,  he  said. 

Abuses  happened;  the  more  unscrupu¬ 
lous  mine  operators  allowed  miners  to 


become  hopelessly  in  debt  through  the 
company  store,  he  said.  Miners  were 
given  scrip  in  lieu  of  cash  wages  in 
many  cases,  and  the  company  stores 
where  the  scrip  was  most  readily  ac¬ 
cepted  usually  charged  inflated  prices. 
When  a  miner  went  to  a  store  outside 
the  mining  camp,  his  scrip  was  dis¬ 
counted  by  20  to  50  percent. 

It  was  not  unheard  of,  Orahood  said, 
for  a  man  who  wanted  to  work  in  the 
mines  to  be  required  to  assume  the  debt 
of  a  dead  miner.  In  other  cases,  he  said, 
a  debt  left  behind  by  a  miner  was 
spread  out  among  the  other  miners. 

As  bad  as  some  of  the  abuses  were, 
Orahood  said,  the  scrip  did  serve  a  pur¬ 
pose. 

Because  the  price  of  coal  dropped 
steadily  from  sometime  in  the  early 
1920s  on,  he  said,  many  of  the  mines 
simply  didn’t  have  the  cash  to  meet 
their  payroll;  so  it  was  issue  scrip  or 
skip  payday  altogether. 

In  the  Depression,  when  any  form  of 
money  was  scarce,  the  flickers  circulat¬ 
ed  in  the  communities  outside  the 
mines,  at  least  helping  to  keep  some 
form  of  commerce  In  operation,  he 
said. 

A  stereotype  that  does  not  hold  up 
altogether  under  the  light  of  Orahood’s 
research  is  that  of  the  oppression  from 
the  absentee  mine  owner.  While  such 
cases  may  have  occurred  or  even  been 
common  in  parts  of  the  Appalachians, 
he  said,  it  was  not  the  norm  in  Western 
Kentucky. 

Owners  there,  he  said,  were  certainly 
comfortable,  but  most  of  them  lived 
near  the  fields  they  mined.

Also,  the  mines  were  startlingly  simi¬ 
lar,  he  said.  Most  of  them  mined  at 
about  the  same  rate  and  employed 
about  the  same  number  of  people. 

There  were  more  than  20,000  of  these 
proprietary,  or  family-operated,  mines 
in  operation  at  the  peak  of  the  coal  era. 
The  use  of  flickers  at  these  mines  flick¬ 
ered  out  Just  before  the  mines  did. 


In  1940,  the  Kentucky  General  As¬ 
sembly  passed  a  law  forbidding  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  wages  in  scrip.  That  law  was 
the  result  of  a  court  case  brought  by  a 
Muhlenberg  County  merchant  who  was 
angered  when  a  coal  company  would 
not  redeem  its  flickers  at  face  value. 

Many  of  the  flickers,  no  longer  legal, 
were  discarded  and  by  1958,  the  propri¬ 
etary  mine  was  also  a  part  of  history. 


Orahood  started  picking  up  the  rdlics 
of  those  mines  in  the  years  that  fol¬ 
lowed.  He  said  he  was  sometimes  al¬ 
lowed  to  enter  the  safes  of  abandoned 
country  stores  and  clean  out  the  flickers 
for  about  a  dime  apiece. 

His  biggest  find  came  when  a  Central 
City  banker  found  six  bags  of  flickers  in 
the  back  of  his  vault  and  sold  them  to 
Orahood.

For  my  first  column  in  "Scrip  Talk",  let 
me  introduce  myself.  I  am  a  W.Va.  trade 
and  lumbor  token  collector.  Among  other 
things,  I  attempt  to  attribute  maverick  ICS 
and  IS09  and  IS  14  tokens.  I  use  R.  G. 
Dunn,  Bradstreet,  old  gazetteers,  and  old 
telephone  directories.  Usually  word  of 
mouth  and  correspondence  is  not  enough  to 
verify  a  location,  but  these  sources  really 
help  to  get  leads  that  will  eventually  nail 
down  a  location.  I  will  try  to  help  all 
collectors  that  are  interested  enough  to 
write  me  about  any  token  or  medal  that  is 
covered  by  NSCA. 

Q:  Can  you  tell  me  anything  about  the 
mavericks  listed  in  Edkins'  book?  Have  any 
been  attributed  since  publication? 

A:  I  have  no  official  answer  from  the  book 
committee,  but  I  am  sending  a  letter  to  Don  Edkins.  I  have  done  some  work  on  these  but 
none  of  it  has  been  published  as  yet.  Here's  some  of  my  findings  to  this  point: 

(a)  Maverick  ^10  ~  Domestic  Coke  Corporatior/Fairmont  Plant///Good  for/5$/in 
merchandise.  I  have  located  a  listing  in  my  1922  R.  G.  Dunn  -  "Domestic  Coke 
Corp."-  Mfg.  of  coke  and  by-products,  Fairmont,  W.Va. 

(b)  Maverick  ^22  —  The  Chapman  Coal  Co.,  Grace  Mine.  I  need  some  help  from 
some  knowledgeable  coal  collector  in  Ohio  to  really  nail  this  piece.  I  have  a  couple  of 
nice  leads  -  1.  The  Chapman  Coal  Co.,  Jackson,  Ohio  (from  a  1914  Ohio  Brodstreet)  and 
2.  The  Chapman  Mining  Co.,  Brunson  Bldg.,  Columbus,  Ohio  -  a  wholesale  coal  company 
(1910  Columbus  telephone  directory).  I  assume  that  the  headquarters  was  in  Columbus  and 
that  the  mine  (Grace  mine)  was  located  in  or  near  Jackson  (Jackson  County)  Ohio.  So, 

if  Lipscomb,  Seipelt,  Doss  or  you  other  Ohio  collectors  can  locate  the  Grace  mine  site, 
another  maverick  will  bite  the  dust. 

(c)  Maverick  ^24  —  Wheeling  Steel  Corp'n  Portsmouth  Wks.  Following  is  from  the 
"West  Virginia  Encylopedia"  . . " . .  .Corporated  July  1,  1920,  as  the  result  of  the  merging 
of  the  LaBelle  Iron  Works  (Portsmouth,  Ohio),  Whittaker-Glassmer  Co.,  Wheeling  Steel 
and  Iron  Co.,  and  subsidaries  of  other  companies.  Wheeling  Steel  Corp.  manufactured 
iron  and  steel-sheet  iron,  tin  plate,  pipe,  wire  products,  etc.  It  had  fifteen  plants 
(1929),  ore  and  coal  mines,  located  in  W.Va.  and  other  states,  that  had  a  total  value 
of  $100,000,000.  and  employed  17,500.  (Some  parts  deleted  as  it  didn't  pertain  to 
subject).  The  gist  is  that  the  LaBelle  Iron  Works  in  Portsmouth  used  the  token  while 
part  of  the  Wheeling  Steel  Corp.  Now...  is  it  Ohio  or  West  Virginia  ?
